GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 
Laboratory  Facilities. 

Specimens  for  bacteriological  and  pathological  examinations  are  sent 
either  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  of  the  Medical  Research  Council 
at  Hull  or  to  the  Pathological  Laboratory  at  the  County  Hospital, 
Beverley.  The  bacteriological  examination  of  water  supplies,  milk 
supplies  and  ice  cream  is  carried  out  at  the  Laboratory  of  the  Medical 
Research  Council  at  Hull. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  service  is  maintained  by  the  County  Council. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

These  services  are  maintained  by  the  East  Riding  County  Council. 
Clinics  serving  the  area  are  established  in  Driffield,  Kilham  and  Middleton. 

School  Medical  Services. 

The  Divisional  and  Assistant  Divisional  Medical  Officers  are 
responsible  for  these  services  in  the  area.

\^'ater  at  Hutton  and  Nafferton  pumpin/f  stations  is  eblorinated,  tbe 
reagent  used  being  Voxan  Special  'l’y])e  C solution,  and  tbe  feeders  by 
Wallace  & 'i’iernan.  Ltd.,  tbe  dosag<‘  per  .‘I'O.OOO  gallons  of  raw  water 
being  2 gallons  of  ()..5%  solution  at  Hutton  and  2^  gallons  ()..5%  soluti<tn 
at  Natt'erton. 

20  samples  of  raw  water  from  tbe  pumping  stations  an<l  (5  from 
jiublic  standpipes  or  consumer  points  were  submitted  I'or  bacteriological 
examination,  all  of  wbieb  were  reported  as  bigbly  satisfactory. 

()  of  the  8 samples  taken  from  private  supi)lies  were  unsatisfactory, 
four  of  these  were  from  ])roi)erties  which,  as  a result  of  tbe  main  extension 
at  Elmswell,  have  since  laam  juit  on  mains  supply,  and  action  to  i»rovid( 
a suitable  su|)ply  was  taken  in  the  other  two  cases. 

Dkainack  AM)  Skwi:ua(;k. 

With  tbe  approval  of  tbe  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Ciovern- 
ment,  work  was  commenced  during  tbe  year  on  tbe  North  Dalton  and 
Langtoft  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disjjosal  Sebemes,  estimated  to  cost 
.£li>,l'K)  and  £19,1!K)  resj)eetively . Tbe  Ministry  also  approved,  in 
principle,  tbe  sewerage  and  sewage  disjjosal  proposals  for  Hutton 
Cranswick  (with  Watton),  but  tenders  for  this  work  bad  not  been 
obtained  by  the  close  of  the  year. 

Other  sew'erage  and  sewage  disposal  proposals  eommeneed  during  tbe 
year  wore  tbe  laying  of  a sew’cr  from  tbe  site  of  tbe  i)roj)osed  Kilbam 
Fumping  .Station  to  connect  to  the  existing  village  sewer  (estimated  to 
cost  £1,1-92)  and  tbe  laying  of  a sewer  at  Wetwang  to  serve  tbe  ,Soutbfi<‘ld 
\’iew  Couneil  Houses,  in  Hack  Street,  and  other  lU'operties  in  tbe  vicinity 
(estimated  to  cost  .£l,42l). 

Dining  tbe  severe  weather  in  tbe  early  part  of  tbe  year,  tbe  filter 
at  the  Wetwang  .Sewage  \^'orks  became  frozen  up  despite  lagging  pre\  iousli 
carried  out  wherever  possilile.  'Ibis  entailed  by-passing  the  filters  with 
n diversion  direct  from  tbe  settling  tank  to  tbe  irrigation  area. 
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lot  yards  of  (»",  100  yards  of  9''  and  00  > ards  of  12"  pipinjEt  was 
laid  to  replare  open  drains  in  llio  villa'jes  of  Norlli  Frodinfiliani,  lieeford, 
loKslon,  Middlt'lon  and  Cranswick. 

t i.osi;i'  Accommodation. 

•Vs  in  the  i)revi()us  year,  steady  pro<;ress  has  been  made  in  the  con- 
version of  pail  closets  to  water  closets,  despite  the  fact  that  the  (k>uneil 
otfers  no  financial  assistance  under  Section  1-7  of  the  Public  Health  Act. 
19.‘{().  Nevertheless,  during'  the  year,  ;3t)  water  closets  were  jjrovided  by 
eonversion  from  pail  closets,  and  of  these,  Itt  were  in  connection  with 
•reneral  works  subject  to  Iniiu-ovement  (irants  under  the  Housinjr  Act, 
19H). 

.\s  outlined  above,  the  new  sewerage  schemes  to  Langtoft  and  North 
Dalton  were  not  completed  during  the  year  and  the  impetus  of  con- 
versions following  these  schemes  has  not  yet  been  evident. 

.Ml  the  18  new  Council  Houses  erected  during  the  year  weiv  provided 
with  water  closet  accommodation,  as  were  all  the  10  houses  built  privately, 
with  the  exception  of  two.  where  chemical  closet  accommodation  was 
installed. 

The  ap|)roxim;iti‘  numbei-s  of  tiu'  various  types  of  aeeommodalion  at 
the  end  of  the  year  were  as  follows: — Water  Closets,  1,012;  Pail  Closets, 
2,089  ; Privy  Middens,  .‘J89. 

SCAVKNDINC  AND  ClRANSINO. 

'The  position  as  to  scavenging  throughout  the  district  is  as  described 
in  i)revious  reports,  viz.,  a collection  each  calendar  month  by  the  Council’s 
refuse  collection  vehicle  of  indestructible  household  refuse  onlv.  (The 
178  houses  on  the  Driffield  It.A.P.  Station,  by  special  arrangement  with 
I he  Air  Ministry,  are  given  a weekly  eolleetion  of  household  refuse.) 

There  is  no  collection  of  closet  jjail  contents  except  in  the  villages  of 
Nafl’erton  and  Wansford  by  a private  contractor,  paid  by  the  Council  for 
his  work  at  Nafferton,  for  which  a .special  rate  contribution  is  collected, 
and  paid  directly  by  hou.seholders  at  Wansford. 

.\s  previouly  commented  on,  the  arrangement  whereby  in  the  rest 
of  the  district  householders  have  to  dispose  of  closet  pail  contents  on 
whatever  land  is  available  is  fraught  with  the  excessive  fouling  of  land 
and  other  in.sanitaiy  methods  of  disposal.  However,  there  does  not 
appear  to  be  any  immediate  jjossibilit.v  of  a suitable  service  being  provided 
by  the  Council. 

Reference  was  made  in  my  last  report  to  the  out-moded  practice  of 
enii)tying  sejvtic  tank  contents  to  Council  House  Sites  and  settling  tanks 
at  small  village  works  by  hand  into  small  lagoons  often  closely  adjacent 
lo  dwellings.  .\s  then  envisaged,  during  the  year  under  review  arrange- 
ments were  made  to  borrow  a cesspool  emptier  from  a neighbouring 
authority.  Bridlington  M.B.,  to  test  the  efficiency  and  practicability  of 
emivlying  the  tanks  mechanically  and  disposing  of  the  contents  by  spread-

iiirr  on  ajjrioiilliiral  land  for  nianurial  |)iirposes.  Theses  tests  confirmed  the 
desirahilil y o(  siicli  a system  and  the  result  was  re|)<)rted  to  the  C'onnnittee 
aeeordinyly . 'l  lu'  Commillee  ajicreed  to  |)urehase  a new  fitment  in  the 
lorni  ot  a *’  \ aei-taidv.’’  whi<'h  eonsisls  of  a trailer  mountc-d  25'()  fiallons 
tank  with  suction  devel()|)ed  diri*etly  from  the  engine  of  the  towin<r  vehicle. 
This  eciuipmenl  has  worked  very  sueeesstully,  and  thoufrh  not  haviiijr  the 
versatility  ol'  a conventional  cesspool  emptying  machine,  has  largely  .solved 
the  problem  of  tank  emi)tying  with  a minimum  of  nuisance. 

During  the  year,  5 additional  litter  baskets  have  been  provided,  now 
making  a total  of  It)  throughout  the  district. 

Salvagk. 

'I’ins,  light  metal  and  other  salvagable  materials  delivered  to  the 
Council’s  tips  are  sold  to  a Salvage  Dealer.  The  dealer  is  responsible  for 
sorting  and  loading  his  own  transport  and  the  income  derived  from  these 
sales  amounted  to  £8.*}  os.  Od.  during  the  year.

Camping  Sites. 

There  is  still  a fairly  big  demand  for  sites  on  which  to  station 
temporary  dwellings,  used  chiefly  for  week-end  and  holiday  periods, 
though  in  a few  cases  ajiplications  were  received  for  use  as  permanent 
dwellings.  Town  and  Country  Planning  legislation  is  probably  the  most 
efficient  limiting  factor  on  this  type  of  development,  and  this  Council 
has,  as  far  as  licensing  under  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
dealt  with  each  case  on  merit. 

Licences  have  been  issued  authorising  the  use  of  moveable  dwellings 
as  follows: — Beeford  2,  Lowthorpe  1,  Gembling  1,  Hutton  1,  Kilham  2, 
Nafferton  2.  North  Frodingham  '9,  Watton  1. 

A licence  was  also  issued  in  respect  of  a camping  site  for  9 caravans 
at  the  King’s  Head  Inn,  Nafferton. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  no  swimming  baths  or  pools  in  the  district,  either  public 
or  private. 

Rodent  Control. 

The  Council’s  rodent  control  operates  under  the  system  of  part  grant 
towards  the  work  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  subject 
to  the  standard  of  control  being  satisfactory.  During  the  year,  test  bait 
and  maintenance  treatment  were  carried  out  on  the  district’s  sewers. 
Regular  treatments  were  given  to  the  Cranswick  Tip  and  other  known 
black  spots  in  various  villages,  again  with  satisfactory  residts.  In  addition, 
treatments  were  given  to  many  })rivate  premises. 

Many  farmers  avail  theselves  of  the  service  of  the  Rodent  Control 
Section  of  the  Agricultural  Executive  Committee  for  regular  treatment, 
and  to  those  who  have  not  yet  adojited  this  system,  it  is  strongly  recom- 
mended as  a worthwhile  si-rviee  enabling  them  to  comply  with  their 
responsibilities  under  the  Pests  Act,  and  as  a means  of  preventing  damage 
to  their  foodstuffs. 
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Verminous  Premises. 

It  is  pleasinjf  to  reiiort  tliat  no  liouse.  cither  private  or  ('onneil 
house,  was  found  to  be  infested  with  bed  bugs,  though  occasional  dis- 
infestations were  made  for  fleas  and  cockroaclies. 

Schools. 

Steady  progress  is  being  made  by  the  East  Riding  County  Council 
in  providing  water  closet  accommodation  at  Schools,  and  during  the  year 
the  Middleton-on-the-Wolds  School  was  converted  to  water  carriage 
system,  whilst  other  schemes  are  also  proposed. 

HOUSING. 

During  the  year  considerable  work  was  done  in  an  effort  to  assess 
the  district’s  slum  clearance  problem  and  particulars  contained  in  the 
Rural  Housing  Survey  records  jiroved  very  useful.  It  was  estimated  from 
the  results  of  this  work  that  there  were  203  houses  unfit  for  human 
habitation  besides  the  5i7  already  subject  to  confirmed  demolition  and 
clearance  orders,  and  although  the  Council  wished  to  deal  with  these 
260  unfit  houses  as  soon  as  possible,  they  considered  that  it  could  take 
uj)  to  1 5 years  to  jirovide  replacements  for  all  of  them. 

'I'hree  individual  unfit  houses  were  condemned  during  the  year  under 
Section  11  of  the  Housing  Act,  1036;  two  of  these  were  at  Kilham  and 
the  other  at  Foston,  and  in  all  cases  the  families  displaced  were  re-housed 
by  the  Council. 

18  Council  houses  were  erected  during  the  year  (as  shown  below). 

I I-  ol'  tliese  were  occupied  by  I’amilies  removed  from  slum  proj)erties  and 
in  all  cases  the  unfit  houses  W('r('  dcMnolished.

Under  private  enterprise,  12  houses  have  been  completed  and  5 are 
ill  coiirsi'  of  erection,  all  of  traditional  types. 

During  the  year  7 eases  of  overcrowding  were  abated  by  moving 
into  Council  Houses. 

Apjdications  for  Improvement  Grants  under  the  Housing  Act,  191-0, 
stinwed  yet  another  increase  numbering  26,  involving  on  comjdetion  of 
the  works  29  separate  dwellings.  In  respect  of  25  of  these  proposed 
improvements,  grants  of  were  given,  while  in  it  other  casi's  he 

maximum  grant  of  .£4-0'0  was  allowed.  One  application  was  refused. 

Thirteen  of  the  schemes  were  comideted  during  the  year,  as  were 
four  granted  in  the  previous  year,  making  in  all  a total  of  17. 

FOOD. 

Mii.k  Supply. 

Biological  samples  of  milk  are  taken  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries'  officers.  No  sanijiles  were  reportcal  as  being  jxisitive  during 
the  year. 

By  far  the  largest  proportion  of  milk  retailed  in  the  district  is 
supplied  by  large  dairy  concerns,  most  of  the  milk  being  heat  treated. 
As  from  6th  December,  195.5,  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
(Specified  Areas)  (No.  2)  Order,  1955,  the  whole  of  the  Driffield  Rural 
District  was  included  in  an  area  in  which  the  sale  of  milk  other  than  of 
an  apjiroved  Special  Designation  was  prohibited.  The  effect  of  this  is 
that  raw  untreated  milk  other  than  tuberculin  tested  is  no  longer  available. 
There  are  still  a number  of  producer-retailers  supplying  tuberculin  tested 
milk  direct  from  the  farm  to  customers,  though  in  the  main  the  small 
producer-retailer  now  .sends  his  milk  to  the  larger  dairies  where  heat 
treatment  is  given  to  the  milk.

2.S  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream,  only  one  of  these 
being  a manufactory.  Supjilies  are  chiefiy  from  firms  of  national  repute, 
with  sales  in  pre-packed  form.  All  9 samples  submitted  were  reported  as 
being  Grade  1. 
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Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

The  position  as  to  slaughtering  facilities  was  fully  dealt  with  in  last 
year’s  report,  and  all  the  8 slaughterhouses  licensed  continued  in  use. 
The  only  change  was  the  cessation  of  use  of  Mr.  .T.  H.  Warwick’s 
slaughterhouse  at  Wetwang  for  slaughtering  of  animals  for  Smithfield 
Market,  though  its  use  for  local  purpo.ses  continued. 

100%  inspection  of  carcases  was  maintained  and  whilst  conditions  are 
not  all  that  can  be  desired  in  all  the  slaughterhouses,  it  is  only  fair  to  say 
tliat  on  the  whole  a good  measure  of  co-operation  is  given  by  the  trade 
in  turning  out  a satisfactorj'  commodity.  Here  it  may  be  mentioned  that 
the  general  standard  of  animals  slaughtered  is  of  prime,  quality. 

'I’he  total  number  of  visits  made  for  meat  inspection  purposes  was 
H52,  this  involving  the  spending  of  an  excessive  amount  of  time  and  effort 
in  relation  to  the  numbers  of  animals  inspected,  averaging  apin-oximately 
t animals  per  visit. 

Condemned  meat  and  offals  are  coloured  green  with  a marking  fluid 
S])eeially  prepared  for  the  purpose  and  the  surrender  eertifieate  issued 
incorporates  a form  of  receipt  from  the  collector  to  the  effect  that  none 
of  the  meat  will  he  used  for  human  consumption.

Food  Poisonino, 

During  the  year  an  outbreak  of  salmonella  food  poisoning,  with  all 
the  cases  occurring  in  adjoining  districts,  was  traced  to  an  infected 
6^  lbs.  tin  of  corned  beef  sold  loose  on  his  round  by  a butcher,  whose 
shop  is  situate  within  this  district.  1 hanks  to  some  excellent  co-opeiation 
from  the  medical  practitioners,  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  and  the 
firm  involved,  it  was  possible  to  recover  the  infected  tin  and  to  arrive  at 
conclusive  evidence  as  to  the  source.  I he  corned  beef  was  manufactured 
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and  packed  by  a firm  of  international  repute  and  needless  to  say  following 
tills  incident  they  took  the  most  stringent  steps  to  ensure  that  all  known 
tins  of  the  same  hatch  were  recalled  and  precautions  taken  to  prevent  any 
recurrence. 

It  was  gratifying  to  he  able  to  report  the  prompt  diagnosis  and 
notification  of  these  cases  by  the  patients*  doctor  (always  the  starting  jioint 
for  iiuestigations)  and  whieh  in  this  case  enabled  steps  to  he  taken  ti' 
prevent  any  seeondary  infections.
